T would be one ‘of the first to con- 
dema thé use of water from wells 
in sub-soil and reclaimed areas for 
drinking purposes, as, such well- 
water is liable to be contaminated 
with -sewnge ‘matter and other. dan- 
gerous impurities, no matter how it 
is treated and boiled. 

The sub-soil areas round the City 
of Canton for cxample are breeding 
grounds of disease, and the well- 
water from such areas is. generally 
found to be charged with disease 
gerins from the sewage anturated 
soil, and should’ never be used for 
potable purposes. 

But, the water from the old wells 
of Hong Kong Island is distinctly 


the sub-soil areas of Canton City. 
Hong Kong laland is Of a rocky 
formation, and is quite fred from 
dthe contaminating influence of 
sewage-impregnated areas (reclaim- 
ed areas excluded). . ' 
Two of the principal gub-soil 
areas ore the Wong Nei Chung and 
Tai Hang Valleys, and water from 
wells in these two localities should 
not be used for drinking purposes. 
Hong Kong is noted for its springs

the Dunlop, Rubber Compiny at a

‘The Chairman (Sir Eric 
Geddes) pointed out, that on com- 
paring the profits of 12 American 
rubber manufacturing companies in |

words, profits were practically non- 
existent. This means that the com- 
panics’ ordinary manufacturing or 
trading profits .were swallowed up 
bythe losses on rubber commit 
ments, ; : 
» To meet its own losses on rubber 
the Dunlop Company took £1,500,000 
from reserve—less than the, actual 
loss, which amounted to about 
£1,700,000. Sir Eric’ Geddes made. it 
clear that all losses had now been 
provided for, for. he went on to 
point out that the only forward com- 
mitments and ‘stocks of, raw ‘rubber 
carried over the end of the year 
were below the , present ‘market 
level. Sir Eric spoke very reassur- 
ingly about the position of the com- 
pany, Its sales showed » further 
jnerenase in 1098, and it had well 
_maintained its, position against com- | 
petitors. The factories were work- 
ing a higher efficiency” than ever 
' before, and the rubber plantations 
were now producing rubber at an

Paris.—A .great sea-level wat.; 
way, double the width and depth of 
the present Panama Canal, is the 
solution for the growing vongestion 
"at the Isthmus of Panama, ,accord- 
ing to Col. Philip Bunau-Varilla, 
originator of the Panama Canal and 
chief engineer of the French Panama 
Canal Company under Ferdinand de 
Lessops. : ote 

“There is only one. solution to’ 
ithe problem of accommodating the 
excessive shipping traffic across the 
fathmus,” ‘said Col. Busau-Varilla. 
“The Panama Cana! must be widen- 
ed and deepened to the extent that it 
assumes the proportions of a natural 
strait. All other plans are imprac- 
ticable.”” * : 

The work of widening the canal 
could’ be accomplished at the cost 
‘ of a billion dollars in the engineer's’ 
opinion.. Traffic on the canal would 
not be interrupted for five minutes 
during construction operations. 

Tunnel Idea Mooted. | 

“The two solutions heretofore 
suggested, that of ‘building vo 
second canal at Nicaragua and 
of a tunnel under, the Isthmua’ 
of San Blaa will in the nature 
of” things’ be abandoned,” he 
continued. ‘ There is only one solu:
